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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


Rumford, Maine, 
January 27th, 1932. 


To the Selectmien, 
Town of Rumford. 


Sirs: 


‘Herewith submitted is a report of the activities’ of the 
Town of ‘Rumford for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 
1931. 

A very important phase of Municipal administration work 
is whether or not the expenditures are confined to the amount 
of money available. It is very gratifying to be able to report 
at this time that for the fourth consecutive year there has 
been an unexpended balance of accounts. ‘There are outstand- 
ing loans, other than those represented by serial bonds or 
serial notes, that amount to $81,000. ‘These loans are more 
than covered by money due the Town from outside sources, 
or by previous votes of the Town that authorized specific 
exipenditures that ‘were mot included in any previous tax com- 
mitments. 

Another function that the finance department carried out 
during 1931 was using the accumulation of unexpended bal- 
ances to liquidate $25,757.65 of an obligation of the Town 
that was'made on January ist, 1912 amounting to $38,000. 
The balance of $12,242.35 was provided for by an issuance 
of three serial notes due $4,000 on December 31, 1932, $4,000 
due December 31, 1933 and the balance of ne due 
December 31, 1934. 

As in the past three years, every effort was made in “tne 
road department to take advantage of the opportunities to 
render tthe maximum service. It has been necessary so far 
to ‘confine the activities in this department principally along 
utilitarian lines. The equipment has been serviced and ren- 
dered efficient as far as the age of the individual units would 
permit. It has been and will continue to be expedient to make 
replacements _of-the equipment when it is more economical 
to replace than repair. 

Due to the general conditions it has been mecessary to car- 
ry on a great deal of welfare work. This work might be di- 
vided into two general classes: First, those that are incapaci- 


> 
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tated and, second, those that were unable to obtain emiploy- 
ment and thereby enjoy economic independence. 

On July 15, 1931, instructions were given that any able 
bodied man, upwards of 21 years old, who received aid from 
the 'Tlown would be required to ‘work for the Town at no 
wages, except such aid as was extended him. On July 20, 
1931, these instructions were carried out and from then until 
December 31st, 1931, there was rendered to the Town a total 
of 40,676 man hours. Some of this service was on cutting 
bushes over the entire Town, grading and surfacing a portion 
of Oxford Avenue, grading and surfacing a portion of Plymouth 
Avenue, grading a portion of ‘Portland Street, building part 
of a retaining wall on the river side of Congress Street from 
River Street to the Congress Street Bridge, surfacing a portion 
of the Smith Crossing road, cutting wood at the Town Farm 
and handling snow. |With very few exceptions those receiving 
aid under the above instructions have responded readily. 
Whereas legally these cases must be classified as dependents, 
yet morally they have liquidated their obligation to the Town 
and under the circumstances it does not seem that too much 
emphasis could be given this ready response. ‘There has been 
projects undertaken at this time that would not otherwise 
have been started, but considering the uncertainty of general 
conditions and the apparent growth in the unemployment situ- 
ation, sufficient work was started to provide employment. 

It is difficult to forecast conditions but it is noticeable at 
this time that the unemployment situation is not as severe as 
it was in the late Fall. 

In,.order for the several activities of the Town to result 
in a beneficial and economic service it is necessary for each 
department to co-operate and this opportunity is taken to 
extend my appreciation to the employees of the Town of Rum- 
for making possible the results of the past year. 

A detailed account of the receipts and expenditures for the 
respective departments will be published in the regular re- 
‘port.

In studying the vital statistics of 1931, several facts are 
noteworthy. 

The birth rate is the lowest since 1929, when there was. 
a sharp drop, and the death rate is the lowest since 1927. 
The number of children born dead (5) is the smallest in 
ten years. 

The number of deaths under one year is still regretably 
large, though one less than the previous year. 
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The fact that of those surviving the first year, but five 
died under ten years, indicates that the law of the survival 
of the fittest has not yet been repealed. . 

Of the three deaths jbetween the ages ten to twenty 
two were accidental. 

Cancer leads in causes of deaths in 1931 with a total of 
fifteen; pneumonia ranking second and apoplexy third. . Of 
thirtecm deaths of pneumonia, three occurred in children less 
than a year old, three in children over one and under ten 
and one in the decade between twenty and thirty. The other 
three occurred in persons beyond the fifty year mark. The 
toll of pneumonia therefore in 1931 was greater among the 
young than the aged. 

Four persons dying in the Rumford Hospital from auto 


accidents were from other towns. No Rumford resident lost’ | 


his life in this way in 1931. 

Other accidents were, one drowning, one fatal burn, one 
death by a falling tree, one from a fali and one from facture 
of the hip. 

Other causes of death are listed in the preceeding table.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 

The yearly examination of school chlidren was conducted 
during the first four months of the school year. Two thousand 
six hundred and sixty-four children were examined. In, ad- 
dition to this, preventive inoculations of diphtheria toxoid 
were given to children bringing penmits from parents. About 
eleven hundred children were so treated. This treatment re- 
quires two hyipodermic injections for each pupil at an inter- 
val of one to two months, and an additional hypodermic test 
about six morths later. This ‘work will be completed and 
continued during 1932. These treatments have been given at 
the school houses, and at the Health Office. 

A report of the above work in detail will be found in the 
report of the school nurse. 

School children seen at school and office for various in- 
fectious diseases and other causes numbered one hundred and 
twelve, as noted above. 


NUISANCES 

Nuisance complaints have been few (12), all but two due 
to sewer defects. These have been referred to the proper 
agencies for abatement. Two major sources of Complaint are 
the failure of the septic tank on Maple St., to function per- 
fectly, and the lack of sewage facilities in the ‘‘‘back field’’ 
at Smith Crossing. Although the latter is outside the cor- 
poration limits, the town has already voted to build a sewer 
in this neighborhood and construction is under way. It is 
expected that defects in the septic tank may be discovered 
and remiedied In the spring.

Chicken Pox 
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Several epidemics of more or less severity marked the 
year 1931. ‘Most important to Rumford was the occurrence 
of 59 cases of scarlet fever, coincident with a mild outbreak 
of diphtheria, and an outbreak of mumps and chicken pox 
more extensive than the number of reported cases would in- 
dicate. These diseases were almost wholly confined to school 
children, but with one exception the schools were kept open. 
It has been found that the open school is by far the best 
policy during the progress of an epidemic.. 

Of twenty-two cases of Typhoid which occurred last. year 
all but one originated in neighboring towns, and were brought 
to the hospital for treatment. Twenty of these came from a 
near by lumbering camp and the local health officer was co- 
operated with state health officials in controlling the disease. 

WATER SUPPLY ks 

A lumbering operation on the water shed of the local 
reservoir caused some anxiety early in the year, and con- 
tinued watchfulness was maintained. No illness resulted how- 
ever, and since that time there has been no cause for alarm. 
The chlorinator certainly proved its worth. 


MILK SUPPLY 
Milk is now being supplied from two pasteurizing dairies, . 
and twenty-two farm dairies. ‘The state dairy inspectors 
have continued to interest themselves actively in the Rumford 
milk situation, and improvements are continually being made. 
Dairies are modernizing their equipment, and the general milk 
Situation is increasingly satisfactory. Monthly examinations 
of milk have been made and reported in the Times.

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To the Trustees of the Rumford Public Library: 


It is my pileasure to present the T’'wenty-seventh Annual 
Report of the Rumford Public Library. 

At the close of my first full year of service as iLibrarian 
I feel that I am in a position to give a more comprehensive 
report upon the nature, scope, and results of the work done 
at the Library, than I ‘was able to do in my (first report, after 
seven mionths’ experience. 

From the figures at hand, marked progress may be noted 
in many i;phases of the year’s work. 

The staff remains the same in personnel as during the 
previous year. 

BOOK PURCHIASE 

‘As many as possible of the new important and outstanding 
books of non-fiction have been bought, as well as those of 
the more serious type of fiction. New fiction of the lighter 
type has been constantly available to borrowers and many 
replacements of popular fiction have been added. 

With the [High School needs in view many of the classics 
have been replaced, debate material has been purchased, also 
a full set, comprising fifty-seven volumes of Werner’s Read- 
ings and Recitations. 


READING AND REFERENCE 

It would be impossible to give statistics which would show 
to any degree the work of this important department. 'The 
reading room is used first by patrons who wish to enjoy ‘the 
periodicals, secondly by those needing iguidance only, to ref- 
erence work, and by a third group of persons who require 
the entire service of a Librarian. for materials which they 
seek. The Librarians aim to give the utmost of their time 
and consideration to this department and to encourage the 
.freest use of the imaterials provided for reference use. 

The newspaper file numbers seven daily papers, and the 
weekly edition of our local paper. The United States Daily 
is an addition since last year. 

To the magazine files hav ebeen added Epworth Herald (a 
gift) Better Homes and Gardens. ‘School and Society, Cur- 
rent History, World Tomorrow and Creative Reading, making 
a total of 65 periodicals. 

Important reference accessions include The New Learned 
History and Ready Reference, a work of twelve volumes, 
Dictionary of American ‘Biography, volumes 6 and 7, New 


+ 
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International Year Book 1930, Maine Register 1930-’31, Liv- 
ing Authors, and Roster of Maine in the World War. 

The entire set, thirteen volumes, of Nelson’s Loose (Leaf 
Encyclopedia has been encased in new covers which were pur- 
chased with money from fines. These new and uniform bind- 
ers add greatly to the appearance of the Reading) Room 
shelves. 

From lack of shelf room and display facilities, the over- 
flow from the Reading Room is shelved in the alcove at the 
left of the delivery desk. This space is needed for display 
purposes alone, and the time will be welcomed when the 
proposed new stacks can be added to the (Library, and release 
the present stack room for further reading or reference activ- 
ities. 


CIRCULATION if 


With an increase of 6590 over last year’s circulation, it 
would seem that many more people are finding the Library 
the source of helpful and enjoyable reading. Statistics show 
that new registrations were not above normal for this year, 
so it may be assumed that more members have become active 
readers. 

The figures tabulated elsewhere in this report of books 
discarded and missing are the accumulated statistics of sev- 
eral previous years during which no report was made. 

Three books have been mutilated, the responsibility fixed, 
and the books have been paid for. Thirty-two books consider- 
ed lost have been recovered and fines assessed whenever it 
was possible. Hight books have been lost and their cost col- 
lected. 

Re-registration of borrowers’ cards has been in effect 
since January 1, 1931. Cards numbering from 1 to 2000 
have been discarded, and upon application their users’ names 
have been entered in the new registration. This system clears 
the crowded files, and insures a more nearly correct address 
list, which is a very important factor to a well ordered circula- 
tion department. ‘As a result of this, the figure appearing 
elsewhere in this report showing the number of borrowers, is 
smaller than that of last year. This is explained py the num- 
ber of cards discarded, and through non-use not registered. 


INTER-LIBRARY LOAN 
Sixty-four volumes have been borrowed from the Maine 


State Library for the use of patrons desiring material we 
. 
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could not supply. Loans of books have also been \procured 
from Libraries in Portland, Boston, Bethel, Lewiston and Au- 
burn. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 


Especial effort has been made in replenishing the shelves 
of the Children’s Room, to provide a sufficient number of 
books for the grades in which the demand was greatest. 260 
books have been added, a great number of which were books 
of easy reading, suited to the lower grades. 

With more books arose the necessity for more shelf room. 
One book case was bought, and through the generosity of Mr. 
W. E. Auger, another similar case was added free of charge. 

A charging desk has been provided for this room, filling 
a long felt need. 

Visits have been made to the schools and lists of new 
books have been left with teachers at various times through- 
out the school year. . 

IBook displays calculated to interest the children were 
held in the Library when new books were on hand. Story tell- 
ing accompanied these displays. 

The largest circulation for any one day of the year, Pits 
this department was on June 8th, the occasion being the Open- 
ing of Vacation Reading when 148 books were borrowed from 
the Children’s Room. 

Collections of Children’s books have been sent at different 
times to the Woodrow and Virginia Schools.

Both Librarians attended the meeting of the State Round 
Table, held at Kennebunk, April 29th to May ist. The prac- 
tical nature of these sessions made them particularly help- 
ful, since they touched upon many phases of everyday: Library | 
work. 

No representative was sent to the September meeting of 
the Maine Library Association held at Kittery. 


PICTURE COLLECTION 


During the vacation period, with fewer demands on time 
for reference work, the Librarians engaged themselves in as- 
sembling and mounting pictures, which have educational val- 
ue, on every subject available. These pictures are procured 
as gifts from interested friends, from rotogravure sections of 
newspapers, and from such periodicals as have no filing value. 
Single and small grouped \pictures are mounted on mats uni- 
“orm in size, and the collection is designed for the use of 
teachers, club members and any other who may wish to 
borrow a collection of pictures on specified subjects. ‘This col- 
lection will be released for borrowing purposes at an early 
date. 

Kiver mindful of how little could be accomplished for the 
good of the Library and for those whom it serves, except 
with the aid and cooperation of those with whom we are 
associated, I wish to express gratitude to all who in any 
way have contributed toward the measure of progress and 
service which the Library has. attained during the past year.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Rumford: 


The report of the Trustees of the Town of ‘Rumford 
School District for the fiscal year ending ‘December 31, 1931, 
is hereby respectfully submitted. 

At a meeting of the Trustees of the District, held March 
9, 1931, plans which had been submitted by Bunker & Sav- 
age and accepted by the district were thoroughly discussed 
and after some modifications’ were approved for biids. 

On March 26, 1931, sealed proposals which had been call- 
ed for were submitted, opened, and the contracts awarded in 
each case to the lowest responsible bidder. 

There were twenty-nine bids on the General Contract 
which was awarded to L. Malo & Sons of Lewiston, Maine, at 
$70,933.00. ‘There were five bids on the contract covering 
Heating andi Ventilation and this contract was awarded to: 
the Fels Company of Portland, Maine, for $123,196.00. The 
Plumbing contract was awarded to Charles Tetu of Rumford, 
Maine, for $5,100.00. 

All proposals received and contracts covering the awards 
made are on file in the office of the Treasurer of the District. 

Owing to the very favorable bids received, your Trustees 
were enabled to add important features to the original plans. 

A Sprinkler System was instalied throughout the entire 
basement, also in all corridors, science rooms, and back stage 
by the Cial-O-Maine Automatic Sprinkler Company of (Lewis- 
ton, ‘Maine, anid at a total cost of $1786.90. 

This instalation reduced insurance rates on the building 
from seventy-five cents to thirty cents per hundred. 

During the course of construction; it was found necessary 
to replace floor in the basement of the old building and also 
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to replace the entire roof with Barrett Specification Roofing 
and install metal flashinzs under cap and throughout parapet 
walls, . < 

This part of the building was also rewired electrically in 
ord¢r to insure safety and conform to modern specifications: 

Additional sections were adided to the boilers in service 
and a vacuum steam heating system with univent system ot 
ventilation was established throughout both old and new 
scctions of the building. 

The building is also wired for radio, electric bell, clock, 
and telephone systems. 

Wiring for the telephone system was without cost to the 
district other than the established service connection charge 
for each telephone which may be installed. 

_ Outside construction began in June and the building was 
ready for occupancy September 28, 1931. Some of the larger 
items of equipment furnished by the district include—for the 
Domestic Science rooms, a six unit domestic science table in- 
stallation, with additional cutting table, a complete installa- 
tion of three iGas and three Electric ranges, and an Electric 
refrigerator as recommended by the Equipment Committee. 
For the Science room andi laboratory, a set of eighteen sta- 
tion physics and chemistry tables, each fully equipped with 
drawers, locks, faucets, gas cocks and uprights, together with 
a. large instructor’s table. 

. This equipment was purchased from the EB. H. Sheldion 
Company and the installation is as complete as any in the 
State. 

The Auditorium is equipped with eight hundred seven-ply 
back and five-ply seat opera chairs and stage furnishings, the 
locker rooms with an additional two hundred stdééi lockers, 
and the Cafeteria Kitchen with a large Frigid-Air Electrical 
refrigerator. 

In accordance with the Act of Incorporation of the Dis- 
trict, the Trustees, at a meeting held on March 26, 1931, 
voted that the sum required for the year 1931 to meet the 
bonds falling due, interest on bonds and other necessary ex- 
penses of the district is determined to be ten thousand dol- 
lars, divided as follows: 

Interest on bonds $5,000.00 

Insurance, repairs and other necessary expenses 5,000.00 

In conforming with this vote the Trustees issued their 
warrant to the Assessors of the Town of Rumford requiring 
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them to assess said amount on the taxable property of the 
district. : 

This amount was assessed, collected and paid over to the 
Treasurer of the District at such times as were mutually 
agreed upon. 

The Treasurer’s report which is hereto attached gives all 
details of receipts and expenditures for the year 1931. 

The balance shown on December 31, 1931, by this report 
is sufficient to pay all outstanding claims against the district 
and leave a substantial balance in the hands of the Treasurer. 

It is hoped that there will be sufficient funds available in 
1932 for proper grading of the grounds about the building 
and for sand blasting and cleaning the outside walls of the 
old building. 

It is with feeling of considerable pride that we chronicle 
the completion of this magnificent addition to the school facil- 
ities of Rumford. The main objective of your Trustees i3 
finished but, in accordance with the provisions of the original 
act, the appointed Trustees must continue to function until 
such time as the bonds issued are fully retired, having in 
charge, in the meantime, the up-keep and maintenance of the 
building and. grounds and the issuance of such annual war- 
rants to the Assessors of the Town as may be necessary to 
cover payment of bonds and interest thereon. Also to cover 
insurance, repairs, and other necessary expenses as may be 
determined by the Trustees. 

The Trustees of the District are mindful of the loyal sup- 
port of the citizens of Rumford throughout the agitation for 
and the construction of this modern High School building and 
wish especially to express appreciation for the assistance ren- 
dered by the service clubs and other organizations whose 
members, by their encouragement, made possible this great 
civic improvement.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
To the Citizens of the 'Town if Rumford: 


It is a great source of satisfaction to the Board of Educa- 
tion that Rumford, two years ago, rose to the occasion and 
made possible an addition to our high school, which is ade- 
quate at the present time to take care of ithe greatly increased 
enrollment. Had the new high school building not ‘been avail- 
able for the school year 19/31 and 1932, some sixty or seventy 
students now enrolled in the junior and senior high school 
would not have had facilities for education. The schools would 
have been in such a crowded condition that outside halls or 
rooms would have had to be hired as a makeshift to relieve the 
situation. [We are (pleased to report that our new building 
adequately takes care of this situation. 7 

The assembly hall which seats 800 people comfortably, 
tor the first time makes it possible to hold our school func- 
tions, such as, plays, graduation and morning exercises with- 
in the building. In our old building about half of the stu- 
dents could be seated in the assembly hall for the chapel ‘pe- 
riod. 

The new gymnasium fills a long felt want as a place suit- 
able for our long neglected program of physical education. 
Also for schiool athletics. When we remember that formerly 
the only place available for physical education was a portion 
of the basement floor, and that all athletics had to take place 
outside the building, the comparison between that and the 
present time condition is very gratifying. The gymnasium 
is in use during the whole day, after school until six o’clock, 
many evenings during the week until 9 o’clock, and all day 
‘Saturday. All the students now have an equal opportunity 
to share in the benefits of physical education and athletics. 

A third much appreciated feature is the cafeteria in the 
basement, with a seating capacity of over 100. At the pres- 
ent time this is used to its full capacity during the noon 
hour, and is much appreciated by the students who are away 
from home during that time. The School Board have ap- 
pointed Mrs. Dunton to have full charge of this room, and 
they are pleased to observe that she is able by economy to 
offer lunches at a very nominal cost. For instance, a bowl of 
soup and a plate of ‘hearty food for the sum of 10 cents. This 
department does not intend to make a profit. It economizes 
for the benefit of the boys and girls only. 
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Besides the rooms before mentioned there are seven ex- 
tra ‘classrooms. These are in full use at ithe present time. 

It is also gratifying to report that the amount of money 
available was sufficient to equip with suitable furniture all 
the new rooms in tthe entire building. ‘We hope to have suffi- 
cient funds available to make a beginning in beautifying the 
grounds about this new building. 

The School Board wishes to call attention to the statement 
of finances offered in this report. Also, their list of recom- 
mendations for next year. As a /Board we feel that under 
present conditions, strict economy is required, and should be 
in effect during these strenuous times. ‘We do not feel, how- 
ever, that our present schedule of salaries which were ap- 
proved by the Adivisory Board last year, should be changed 
other than the fact that automatic increases ae be with- 
held for this year. 

We feel that the citizens of Rumford demand good schools, 
and know that they have never denied a reasonable appropri- 
ation for their support. Rumford has a unique problem in 
Education, the good citizenship training of its rising gener- 
ation. Over 2000 boys and girls come from: homes differing 
in nationality and the ordinary comforts of life, and find their 
only opportunity for improvement, comfort and happiness in 
our schools. ‘We feel that through the schiools, not only is 
the standard of living and good citizenship raised in the 
ranks of the pupils themselves, but that this influence is car- 
ried to the ‘home and the parents. 

'We ‘feel that the school year has been very successful in 
every way, and we wish to express our appreciation for the 
cooperation of our citizens in all the educational activities of 
the town.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit herewith, for your considera- 
tion, my 15th annual report of the conditions and [progress of 
the schools of the town of Rumford. 

The school census taken April 1, 1931 showed a total of 
8630 persons: 1686 boys and 1944 girls. ‘This shows an in- 
crease of 24 over the preceding year. 

The total enrollment in the public schools for the year 
1931 was 1956 pupils. In 1930 the number was 1921. 

The outstanding event in our school activities during the 
year has been the occupation of the new Stephens Hi g ih 
School. There was a delay of two weeks in the fall term, 
before the school building .was ready. One week of this 
time was made wp at Christmas, and the other week will be 
made up during the Easter vacation. Thus, the high school 
will close June 17, at the same time all the other schools will 
close. 

It was fortunate that the new building was available ‘for 
this school year as over 60 extra high school pupils entered 
this fall. Under former conditions it would have ‘been impos- 
sible to have taken care of them. [Enrollment in the senior 
high schoiol this year has exceeded all records, as is also the 
case with the junior high. ‘There are now 500 students in 
the senior hjgh school, and 168 in the junior high, which 
with four post-graduate students, make a total of 672: 

In the year 1927 there were 425 students in the senior 
high school and 132 in the junior high, which made so large 
a number that to relieve the condition an addjtion was built 
on the Bisbee school, and the junior high divided. 'This year 
the two classes in the Bisbee school have accommodations in 
the High School, and thus an awkward situation has been 
relieved. 'The junior high now occupies four rooms with the 
services of three full-time teachers and the part-time serv- 
ices of another. : 

In the senior high school, fourteen full-time teachers are 
employed. In addition, Mr. (Woodward, in connection with 
his work ‘with pupjls in the 7th and 8th grades, has the boys 
of the freshman class in Manual Training. Mr. Lessard 
teaches only boys of the high school grades in the printing 
department. In the Home Economics department"Miss Dow 
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has the freshmen girls from the senior high school, although 
the greater amount of her time is taken with pupils from 
the 7th and 8th grades. Other special teachers ‘who give a 
gmall ‘part iof their time to high school work are: Mrs Sweatt, 
who teaches the vocal music, and Mr, Cohen, who conducts 
the orchestra and band. ‘During the last year, Miss Watson 
had charge of the physical education in both the elementary 
grades and high school. Recently, Miss Lobikis, a graduate 
of the University of Maine, with specjal training in physica! 
education, has been appointed jphysical director in the high 
school, while Miss (Watson will give her entire time to work 
in the grades, the junior high and a few special high school 
classes. 

Although the number in the high school has increased by 
over 60, yet there has been but one addition to the academic 
teaching force. ‘Mr. 'Durepo, for six years principal of Kimball 
High School at Rumford Point, was transferred to Stephens 
High School. 

The faculty and students greatly appreciate this new 
building. One of the most helpful features of the new build- 
ing is that the Chicago Wardrobe system has been installed in 
every home room. ‘Students no longer have to leave their 
wraps and belongings in corridors. These wardrobes are un- 
der the direct supervision of the home-room teacher. 

The new Univent system throughout the building has 
markedly improved the ventilation and uniform heating of 
the rooms. 

The new gymnasium is in constant use for physical train- 
ing during the schiool day. After school, under the direction 
of teachers, inter-class games and other athletic contests are 
carried on. It is used many evenings in the week and during 
the entire day on Saturday. 

For the first time the entire student body can be com- 
fortably seated in an auditorium for the morning exercises, or 
for any special occasion which arises. On the evening of the 
annual high school play, it comfortably accommodated an au- 
dience of 800 (persons. 

A much appreciated inovation is the cafeteria, situated in 
the basement of the buflding, with seating accommodations 
for one hundred persons. The School Board has appointed 
Mrs. Gladys. Dunton to take charge of it. From forty to sixty 
pupils purchase their dinners at a nominal cost, while others 
use the room ito eat lunches brought from home. Over one 
hundred students are accommodated in this way each day. 
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RESIGNATIONS 

Miss Jeannette LaFond resigned as departmental teacher 
in the Pettengill School in June. She Was succeeded by Thel- 
ma ‘Blackmore. Frances Morrison and Gertrude Hawley from 
the Chisholm School resigned last spring, and these positions 
were filled by a re-arrangement of teachers. Miss Helen Fos- 
ter resigned during the schiool year. At North Rumford, (Miss 
Dorothy (Buck was replaced by Hazel Chamberlin. At the 
Virginia School Miss Hivangeline Roderick’s place was filled 
by Virginia Davis. 

Mrs. Marietta Sweeney, who for a number of years taught 
the primary grade in the Virginia School, and also served as 
principal of that building, and later was engaged in doing 
special work with the retarded pupils, combined. with substi- 
tute work and supervision if the lower grades, resigned at the 
end of the school year. Her loss to the system has ‘been keen- 
ly felt. ‘She is a superior teacher, and has exercised an influ- 
ence for better teaching in all the grades which we hope may 
be her permanent gift to high standards in our system for 
many years to come. 

Other new teachers employed this year are Miss Margaret 
(Bushley in the Bisbee School; Louise Elliot in the primary 
school at Rumford Point, and Helen Hall at Rumford Centre. 
Agnes Dyer tcaches during ithe forenoon in the primary de- 
partment in the Virginia School, and during the afternoon at 


‘the MacDonald School. 


Mr. John Sills became principal jf the Kimball High 
School at the beginning of the fall term. ‘He resigned at ithe 
Christmas vacation. (His place was taken by Harold E. Row- 
ell, who is a teacher of long experience and excellent educa- 
tional equipment. 


SUMMER SCHOOLS 


Our summer session of six weeks was held as usual, but 
admission was limited to those who had failed in some sub- 
ject or subjects during the year. Sixteen teachers were em- 
ployed and the cost reduced to a sum less than $1500. Many 
people were dissatisfied with this arrangement, and we hope 
that in the future we may be able to resume the usual pro- 
cedure. ; 

Several of our teachers attended the summer sessions of 
Normal Schiools and Colleges, and we hope that in the future 
more of them will avail themselves of this splendid opportu- 
nity for progress. 
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REPAIRS 


During the last year funds available for repairs were re- 
duced to $4000. For school grounds but $350 was raised. 
On this account it was necessary to neglect the painting of 
buildings and larger items. ‘The schicol desks ‘were buffed 
and varnished, and many minor repairs were made. Previous 
appropriations for school grounds have made it possjble to 
get along without any appropriation for next year. At most 
of the buildings they are now in good condition. The grounds 
at the high school particularly need attention. 


TRANSPORTATION 


At the present time there are fourteen separate trans- 
portation routes with an average of six pupils conveyed for 
each route. 'The cost amounts to over $6000. At this time 
the School Board is considering a change which may result in 
a financial saving and better accommodations for the pupils. 


ATHLETICS 


The encouragement of inter-scholastic contests is recog- 
nized as a factor in maintaining good school spirit and an in- 
creased attendance in our schools. Our great handicap is the 
lack jwof an athletic field, conveniently situated. There is a 
great need of larger school grounds for our five elementary 
school centers. In the high school we have, however, enjoyed 
a very ‘prosperous year in our inter-scholastic activities. Mr. 
Joseph Simon’s work with our football boys was very success- 
ful, both from the viewpoint of victories won andi the splendid 
standard of ethics which he instilled in our athletics. The 
present basketball season is progressing enthusiastically un- 
der the direction and coaching of Mr. Faulkingham. The pa- 
trons of the school appreciate the new gymnasium and its 
facilities, and although admission fees have been low, yet at 
the present time, the receipts from the basketball session have 
nearly paid off the indebtedness caused by loss in football and 
baseball. In the spring Mr. Baum of the high schoo] faculty 
will coach the ‘baseball, and ‘we hope to again have iMr. Simion 
as our football coach. 
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SCHOOL SAVINGS 


For many years the principals of our elementary schools 
have stressed the advisability of thrift and economy on the 
part of the pupils. School savings each year amount to a 
very respectable sum. Reports of the amount banked each 
week are published which tend to encourage a rivalry among 
the different schools. 


SCHOOL NURSE 


‘Health work in the schools hag been carried on as usual 
by Miss Irish, who seems each year to be able to accomplish 
miore good in this direction. ‘Her follow-up work in the 
homes is particularly commendable. In many instances chil- 
dren who would be detained from school for many days are, 
through her good efforts, able to attend school much more 
regularly. ‘With the cooperatjon of the teachers, health teach- 
ing in the schools is improving each year. ‘Valuable lessons 
in hygienic ‘practices are instilled in the minds of the pupils. 


HVENING SCHOOL 


This year 247 persons have availed themselves of the 
privileges offered by our Evening School. They have been 
taught by 18 teachers. ‘This school is conducted three nights 
a week for 20 weeks. During a period of years, many per- 
sons who could not read and write, and in many cases, speak 
English, improved themselves to a wonderful extent in this 
direction.’ (By far the larger number are enrolled in the 
elementary and advanced courses jn Americanization. Mathe- 
matics and English have also been stressed. 


WRITING AND DRAIWING 


Special attention has been given to the subject of writing 
during this school year. Mr. DeCosta has made arrange- 
ments with the ‘Palmer Method people to furnish certificates 
for those attajning a certain standard in penmanship. We have 
never had such interest aroused in this important branch of 
study. 'The percentage of fine penmen has increased wonder- 
fully during the year. The teachers themselves have been 
aroused to a new interest in the subject, and a. class of 2:5 
have attended night school taught by (Mr. [DeClosta during each. 
week of the Evening School year. 
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TRUANCY 


For many years we have been very proud of our record 
for perfect attendance in the schools. ‘For the last few years 
but two or three cases of actual truancy have occurred in the 
whole system. ‘The credit for this rests largely with the fol- 
lhow-up work done by Miss Irish and our teachers and prin- 
cipals, and especially our truant officers. ‘During the last 
two years we have had, however, a family whose children 
are now attending the Virginia School and the High School, 
which has caused us more trouble than all the rest of the 
school population as a whole. .- We feel that the father and 
mother in this case are alone responsible. During this year, 
seven children in this family have had a record for more 
than three-fourths of the time in non-attendance. ‘These 
children, under the llaw, are to be recorded as habitual tru- 
ants, and the parents, as the responsible parties, are subject 
to severe fines. ‘Twice these parents have been arrested and 
ecnvicted only to have an appeal taken and the case thrown 
out by superior court officials. One more attempt is soon to 
be made. This time the appeal will come before the May 
term of court held in Rumford, and we ask the aid of all 
right-thinkinjg persons in seeing that justice is done. The 
children alone are the sufferers. In two years they have lost 
the equivalent of one year in their school life, merely ‘be- 
cause of a whim of the parents. Such a condition should not 
exist in Rumford. 


SPECIAL TEACHERS AND ‘ACTIVITIHS 


‘We wish to call your attention to the fact that although 
the ‘Manual Training and Home Hconomics departments are 
in the high school, yet the work of the instructors in these 
departments has to do largely with the elementary pupils. 
One day every week is spent by them in the rural schools. 

In the department of music the case is much the same. 
Mrs ‘Sweatt devotes but a small part of her time to vocal mu- 
sic in the high school and the rest in the elementary schools, 
and one day a week in the rural schools. 


The instructor in writing and drawing, Mr. DeCiosta, gives 
his entire time to the elementary schools. 
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VIRGINIA PARENT-TEACHERS ASSOCIATION 


HKivery month of the school year this Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation meets at the Virginia School to enjoy a program cal- 
culated to promote the welfare of the children. ‘This associa- 
tion has been in existence over fifteen years. Teachers from 
the other schools are always welcome, and many of them 
participate in the programs. It has been the promotor of 
many good things for the benefit of the children. 


SCHOOL FINANCES 

We are pleased to call your attention to the appended 
statement of the financial year, and to report’ that in no ac- 
count has there been an overdraft. Also, that although the 
number of pupils was increased, which normally would call 
for additional teachers, yet we are able to show an unexipend- 
ed ‘balance. ‘of over $5,000.00. By planning rigid economy 
the School ‘Board are asking for an appropriation mext year 
which will be $2,650.00 less than that available for 1931. In 
view of present-day conditions they feel that economies may 
well be affected in such items as supplies, textbooks and re- 
pairs. ‘The School Board wish to maintain the schedule ‘of 
salaries now in ‘force. ‘They are of the firm conviction that 
any cut in the schedule will result in lowering the efficiency 
of our school system. ‘The salaries paid teachers in Rumford 
are low in comparison with the other towns and cities of like 
size . This year the average school rate of towns and cities 
in the State is .0129 while that of Rumford is slightly lower. 

We call your attention to the following statements by our 
Commissioner of Education in a recent school bulletin: 

“Personally, I feel that all school officials are facing a 
critical situation in the matter of annual appropriations for 
the support of our public schools. The continued nation- 
wide and world-wide depression in finance and industry has 
ereated a certain amount of unrest, and, while Maine has sutf- 
fered far less from this depression than many other sections 
of the country, the feeling has come to be well nigh universal 
that there should be some reduction in public taxation. 

I am in agreement with the idea that there should be 
a reduction in taxation but it would not seem to me wise or 
profitable that this reduction should come very largely at the 
expense of our public school system. During the more [pros- 
perous years succeeding the World War, Maine did not ions 
ly increase the salaries of teachers, neither did we go in for 
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any extravagant outlay of public funds in:the matter of school 
buildings, equipment, etc. As a matter of fact, today the 
average salaries of our teachers are lower than in any other 
New England state and we stand thirty-sixth as to salaries of 
the forty-eight states of the wnion. The average salary rate 
in the states of New Halmpshire and Vermont, which are much 
like Maine in industrial resources and character of population, 
is markedly higher than in this state. It seems to me that 
while this is a time for rigid economy in all matters pertain- 
ing to expenditures of public funds, yet we cannot reduce the 
salaries of our teachers to any extent without a correspond- 
ing decrease of efficiency in our ‘public school system. ‘'We 
may well recognize the fact that a school in charge of a poor- 
ly paid and inexperienced teacher is largely a waste of money, 
while a corresponding school in change of an efficient and well 
trained teacher may be regarded as a profitable investment. 
Oftentimes the difference as to whether the school may be con- 
sidered a waste of the taxpayer’s money or a wise investment 
means only a variation in salary of two or three dollars per 
week. ‘We should seriously consider this matter and see to 
it that the standard of efficiency is not lowered in any school 
in Maine because of an inadequate salary paid to the teacher. 
A reduction in salary below the point of guaranteeing an effi- 
cient school would be poor economy and really a waste of pub- 
lic funds. 

I am confident that the people of Maine have faith in pub- 
lic education. I am confident that our citizens will see to it 
that the present generation in our public schools are in no 
way deprived of their fair share of educational opportunity. In 
the final analysis the public school is the most important ele- 
ment entering into the matter of public taxation, and in times 
like these other expenditures of public funds become second- 
ary to education. [We must see to it that in our zeal for eco- 
nomy we do not go to the extent of impairing our public 
school system and thereby deprive the future citizenship of 
the state of the opportunities to which it is rightfully en- 
titled.”’ 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
help and cooperation of the Board of Education during this 
year, and hope the people of Rumford also are duly grateful 
for the time and effort expended by the Board of Trustees 
in the construction of the new high school building. 

Mr. Abbott, Mrs Kerr, Mr. Lovejoy, together with Mr. 
Pratt and Dr. Rowe have given minute attention to all the 
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problems and details arising from new construction. They 
have devoted many days and weeks of their time for our bene- 
fit and the result is a building erected within the limits of the 
funds appropriated, and finely adapted for the purpose for 
which it was intended. F

Clerk called the meeting to order at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, and by motion made and seconded, the entire warrant 
was dispensed with.

The Town voted to accept and approve the ac- 
tion of the Selectmen in vacating that part of proposed '‘Cum- 
berland Street in said Rumford shown on Plan of Rumford 
Falls Power Company, recorded in Plan Book, Volume 4A, 
Page 1114 Oxford Registry of Deeds and known as the tenth 
addition Rumford, lying northerly of Lincoln Avenue and 
that part of proposed ‘Coos Avenue, in said Rumford, shown 
on said plan lying easterly of Waldo Steret. 


Art. 50th. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Five hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) Dollars to prop- 
erly fence the West Ellis Cemetery, this amount to be taken 
from the Miscellaneous account. 


Art. 51st. The Town voted to instruct the Selectmen to 
allow the Robert Shand Post of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
the use of the Municipall 'Hall free of charge, when not other- 
wise engaged, subject, however, to the discretionary control 
of the Selectmen. 


Art. 52nd. 'The Town voted to reimburse the (Corporation 
the sum of Three hundred ninety-six and 19/100 ($396.19) 
Dollars, the cost of installing the lights on Memorial Bridge. 


Art. 53rd. Passed over. 


Art. 54th. Action taken by Australian Ballot, see article 
5. YES—618; No—447. 

All business of the Town having been completed, the mo- 
tion was made and seconded to immediately proceed with the 
balloting of Elective officers and on Article 54, and the polls 
were opened at 11:00 A. M, Balloting continued until six 
o’clock in the afternoon when the polls were closed, the bal- 
lots sorted and counted in open: meeting and results declared 
by the Moderator. 


At 3:10 P. M. the Moderator called the mesting to order 
and it was voted to reconsider the action taken on Article 24. 
The motion was then made and seconded to raise and appro- 
priate the sum_of Nineteen thousand, seven hundred and 


00/100 ($19,700.00) Dollars for the purposes as outlined in 
Article 24. 
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The Moderator announced the results of balloting for elec- 
tive officers as fiollows: Total number of ballots cast—2,004. 
Robert Clunie had 1,220; James W. Harris, 1,186; Samuel ‘tL. 
Foster, 1,084; Joseph I. Dorion, 1,043; B. W. Trask, 1,034; 
(Charles O. Dunton, 1,026; and John A. Greene, 956, and these 
seven were elected Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor. Her- 
man L. Thurston had 916; William J. Flanagan 907; James 
A. Mann, 904; Hugh H. Phillips, 530, and Lester O. Prue had 
507 votes and these five candidates were defeated for the 
office of Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor. For Asses- 
sors, John F. Martin had 1,604; Cass \P. Voter, 1,538 and Fred 
W. Davis, 1,488 and were elected without opposition. Amy B. 
Lyon for Town Clerk had 1,719 votes and was elected to this 
office without opposition. For tax Collector William F. Cyr 
had 1,368 votes and was elected, while Richard N. Dunn had 
607 votes and was defeated for the office of Tax Collector. 
For Treasurer, Amy B. Lyon had 1,699 votes and was elected 
to the office without opposition. For Auditor, William Mar- 
ceau had 834 votes and was elected as Auditor, while Harry A. 
Taylor had 528 votes and Charles Herbert McKenzie had 470 
votes and both were defeated for office of Auditor. For mem- 
ber of School Committee, C. Waldo Lovejoy had 1,131 votes 
and was elected, and HE. J. Roderick who opposed Mr. Lovejoy 
for School Committee was defeated with but 746 votes.

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PETITION FOR LOCATION OF HIGHWAY 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Oxford: 


The undersigned Selectmen of the Town of Rumford re- 
spectfully represent that common convenience and necessity 
require the location of a highway in said Rumford as follows: 


Beginning at the westerly end of the location of the Coun- 
ty Way in the Town of Rumford on the southerly side of the 
Androscoggin River as made in the year 1930 and near the 
crossing of Zircon Brook; thence westerly by the most fea- 
sible route to a connection with the County Way as now lo- 
cated near the ferry at Rumford Center. And if said high- 
way is located, your petitioners pray your Honorable Board 
to discontinue all the location of the present highway between 
said terminal points that conflicts with the above described | 
location to take effect when said new location is open to pub- 
lic travel. 


‘Wherefore your petitioners pray that after due notice and 
hearing your Honorable Board will proceed to view the prem- 
ises and lay out said highway and make such discontinuances 
in the present highway between said terminal points as may 
be necessary.
